Galveston, Tex., Oct. 8.—Miss Clara 
Barton, president of the N’Jhonal Red 
Cross society, has issued a statement 
to the manufacturers and business men 
of the country, in which she appeals 
to them for aid in the way of material 
to- be used in the building of homes 
for those w ho lost their all in the re­ 
cent storm. It is addres.sed to the man­ 
ufacturers and dealers In lumber, hard- 
W’are.l)uikk‘rs’ materials and household 
goods and to the business men In gen­ 
eral of the United States. The appeal 
says in part: 
Four w’ceks ago a population of 
about 40,(M)0 persons were on this isl­ 
and. In one day and night it Is esti­ 
mated that approximately 10,000 of 
these were either drow'ued or killed 
by the fury of the storm. We believe it 
Is reliably stated that there is not one 
house in the area of the storm iindain- 
aged by It. A large proportion of those 
persons formerly occupying them are 
entlndy w’ithont homes or even shelter 
save such as persons nearly as desti­ 
tute as themselves can offer them t(*in- 
porarlly to their own great inconven­ 
ience and cost. 
The nnmlier of this 
homeless class is estimated at 8,000 or 
more. Winter is less than tw'o months 
aw'ay. Although a mild climate, still 
snow and ice are known here. 
If 
tents w'oiild protect, w'hich they would 
not. the sea sand and the quicksand 
would not hold them doxvn: the first 
norther w'onkl leave their occupants 
as unsheltered as before, and hard­ 
ships, colds, pneumonia and eonsunip- 
tion would finish what the storm has 
left. Some substantial shelter must be 
had at once for these people. 
With 
this view, the National Red Cross has. 
w'ith the co-operation of the general 
commltti'c. obtained estimates of the 
the best architects of the vicinity re­ 
garding the material n<MMled for the 
construction of the necessjiry number 
of hous(‘s. tenements or homes for the 
suitable sheltering of thes(‘ now un­ 
sheltered thousands of suffering peo­ 
ple.1'he follow'ing summary r<q>resents 
snhstnntinliv tlie lumber and building 
material that w'onld be reipiired to 
slicltcr about 8.000 peoî» Ie In the most 
ordinary one-story wcntlan-proof houses 
built singly or in blocks of tenements:

ATLANTIC TEA GO. 


We lead; let those who can follow 


Galveston, Tex., Oct. 8.—Miss Clara 
Barton, president of the Ndhonal Red 
Cross society, has issued a statem ent 
to the manufacturers aud business men 
of the country, in which she appeals 
to them for ald in the way of material 
to* be used in the building of homes 
for those who lost their all in the re­ 
cent storm. It is addressed to the man­ 
ufacturers and dealers in lumber, hard* 
ware.builders’ materials and household 
goods and to the business men in gen* 
eral of the United States. The appeal 
says in part: 
Four weeks ago a population of 
about 40,000 persons were on this isl­ 
and. 
In one day and night it is esti­ 
mated that approximately 10,000 of 
these were either drowned or killed 
by the fury of the storm. We believe it 
is reliably stated that there Is not one 
house in the area of the storm undam­ 
aged by it. A large proportion of those 
persons formerly occupying them are 
entirely without homes or even shelter 
save such as persons nearly as desti­ 
tute as themselves can offer them tem­ 
porarily to their own great inconven­ 
ience and cost. 
The number of this 
homeless class is estimated at 8,000 or 
more. W inter is less than two months 
away. 
Although a mild climate, still 
snow and ice are known here. 
If 
tents would protect, which they would 
not, the sea sand and the quicksand 
would not hold them down: the first 
norther would leave their occupants 
as unsheltered as before, and hard­ 
ships, colds, pneumonia and consump­ 
tion would finish what the storm has 
left. Some substantial shelter must he 
had at once for these people. 
With 
this view, the National Red Gross has. 
with the eo-operation of the general 
committee, obtained estimates of tile 
the hest architects of the vicinity re­ 
garding the material needed for the 
construction of tho necessary number 
of houses, tenements or homes for the 
suitable sheltering of these now un­ 
sheltered thousands of suffering peo­ 
ple. 
The following summary represents 
substantially tile lumber and building 
material that would He required to 
shelter about 8.000 people in the most 
ordinary one-story weatherproof houses 
built singly or in blocks of tenements: 
Rough lumber, spruce or pine, 35.000 
pieces 2x10. 15 feet long: 4.000 pieces. 
0x0. 15 feet long: 3.500 pieces. 4x0. IO 
feet long: 5.500 pieces, 4x4. 10

and screws: 4,000 hanks and staples: 
50.000 brick for chimneys: 7.000 squares 
of felt roofing, threeply: 50 8-penny 
nails: 17 kegs 20-penny nails.

Bed­ 
steads. bedding, chairs, tables, stoves, 
crockery, cutlery and sewing machines 
sufficient to furnish about TOO four- 
room houses in a modest, comfortable 
manner. 
The havoc wrought by the storm in 
Galveston at once was much larger in 
loss of life and property than at Johns­ 
town, but the donations in money so 
far hare aggregated one-third less for 
both the city and mainland than was 
driven at Johnstown. While the boun­ 
tiful outpouring of the people’s srener-1 


os!tv lins enaPled tile general roller 
committee and tile Roil Cross to feed 
the hungry, clothe tile linked and ren­ 
der tile streets of Galveston partially 
passable, nothing has as yet been done 
toward reinstating the impoverished 
survivors in houses where they can 
escape disease and enjoy the slight 
measure of the comforts of which the 
storm deprived them. Of the material 
named It Is believed that Texas and 
Louisiana would prefer to furnish a 
large portion of the lumber. 
The 
other building material and household 
goods must come from those states 
which produce such articles. 


EXTENSIVE AID FOR GALVESTON. 


P hiladelphia Canli 
C ontributions 
Over 
•100.000. B esides Rending Supplies. 
Philadelphia. Get. 8.—The cash con­ 
tributions by the citizens of this city 
to the relief fund for the Texas flood 
sufferers has now exceeded $100,000, 
and a considerable further increase is 
looked for within the next few ^ays. 
Nearly all of this has been sent to 
Governor Sayers, of Texas, and Is en­ 
tirely exclusive of numerous trainloads 
of provisions, clothing, drugs and oth­ 
er articles sent In response to the ap­ 
peal of the governor. 
The Red Cross society, of this city, 
which has also sent considerable cash 
and clothing and drugs. Is still actively 
engaged in the work of gathering sup­ 
plies, which are being shipped as rap­ 
idly as possible, and money Is still be­ 
ing placed in glass howls, stationed In 
the central part of the city.

Few persons are aw ire that Eng­ 
land’s parliament lias its own special 
prisons wittiin its own precincts wliich 
are intended partieularly for its own 
members and persons who violate its 
own dlgnily, rules and customs. 
Of 
course these prisons seldom are used 
now, but they liave been in the past, 
and not so very long ago, and may be 
again. 
The house of eommous lias 
one set and tlie liouse of lords another. 
The commons prisou is a little way 
up in the Clock Tower. 
Here are two 
sets of prisons, luteuded only for the 
accomiiiotlaiion of one prisoner each, 
one set lieiug a little higher up in the 
tower tliaii tlie other. 
Each set con­ 
sists of a sitting room and tv’o bed­ 
rooms. the former being a uic^, com 
fortable room about three by five 
yardSi with a neat carpet and chairs 
gowi enough for anybody. 
The e.vtra 
bedroom is not intended for the pris­ 
oner or for any friends w’hom he might 
desire to put up for tlie night, but is 
the sleeping apartmeut of the official 
who looks after him during bis incar­ 
ceration. This man is usually the su 
pervisor of iiadge messengers, and. be­ 
sides looking after his man, be Is also 
his servant for tlie time being, and 
waits upon him just like any other. 
He never nt'ed worry himself mucli 
upon the question of the possiliilitles of 
the prisoner’s e.scape, for the sergeant- 
at-aruis is responsible, and liiasniucli 
as the only way of getting to and from 
tlie prison Is by way of this sergeant’s 
house and through It, the risk of such 
a thing ever happening is practically 
prohibitive. 
WTille he is there the prisoner really 
lias a good time. 
No restrictions as to 
hours are placed upon him, and he may 
rouse himself from his slumbers just 
when he feels most inclined and return 
to them in the same way. 
rractically 
the only thing he cannot do is to walk 
about outside just as he pleases, but he 
is permitted to take an hour and a 
half’s exercise each morning and an 
hour lu the afternoon on tlie terrace 
of the house, and the terrace, broad 
and long and with its splendid outlook 
upon the river, is by no means a liail 
place to take exercise. If lie were left 
entirely unguarded, the prisoner mlglit 
dive into the river and swim away, or. 
what would be simpler, hall a passing 
boat. So, just for precaution’s sake, a 
couple 
of 
otficers 
accoiniiany 
him 
while he takes these breaths of fresli 
air. 
He goes on Sunday to the church in 
Vincent square, and on these occasions 
also he has a couple of Innocent looking 
attendants. 
Moreover, there Is no question of so 
many ounces of bread and meat, but if 
he has the money to pay for It he may 
feed himself upon the choicest viands 
that the most cultured palate could 
suggest. The liouse of commons has a 
first class restaurant, where the hungry 
M. P. may dine as well as he could any 
where in London. Each day the dishes 
which the kitchen has prepared are 
Indicated on a menu which is brought 
up to the prisoner, and he ticks off any 
thing for which he feels a fancy, and 
it Is brought to him. 
The only draw

bill is presented to him Just as it would 
be anywhere else, and in the event of 
his refusing to pay up he would eventu 
ally be served with a court summons.

Galveston, Tex., Oct. 8.—Miss Clara 
Barton, president of the NtJhonal Red 
Cross society, has issued a statem ent 
to the manufacturers aud business men 
of the country, iu which she appeals 
to them for aid in the way of material 
to- be used in the building of homes 
for those w ho lost their all in the re­ 
cent storm. It is addressed to the man­ 
ufacturers and dealers in lumber, hard- 
w’are.builders’ materials and household 
goods and to the business men In gen­ 
eral of the United States. The appeal 
says in part: 
Four w’oeks ago a population of 
about 40.<MMI persons were on this Isl­ 
and. 
In one day and night it Is esti­ 
mated that approximately 10.000 of 
these were either drowned or killed 
by the fury of the storm. We believe it 
is reliably stated that there is not one 
house in the area of the storm undam­ 
aged by it. A large proportion of those 
persons formerly occupying them are 
entirely without homes or even shelter 
save such as persons nearly as desti­ 
tute as themselves can offer them tem ­ 
porarily to their own great inconven­ 
ience and cost. 
The number of this 
homeless class Is estimated at 8,000 or 
more. W inter Is less than two months 
away. 
Although a mild climate, still 
snow and ice are known here. 
lf 
tents would protect, which they would 
not, the sea sand and the quicksand 
would not hold them down; the first 
norther would leave their occupants 
as unsheltered as before, and hard­ 
ships, colds, pneumonia and consump­ 
tion would finish what the storm has 
left. Some substantial shelter must lie 
had at once for these people. 
With 
this view, tile National Red Cross has. 
with tin* co-operation of the general 
committee, obtained estimates of tin* 
the hest architects of the vicinity re­ 
garding the material needed for the 
construction of the necessary number 
of houses, tenement* or homes for the 
suitable sheltering of these now' un­ 
sheltered thousands of suffering peo­ 
ple.

escape disease and enjoy the slight 
measure of the com forts of which the 
storm deprived them.

Louisiana w'ould prefer to furnish a 
large portion of the lumber.

awanna and Wyoming valleys; James 
Duffy, District No. 7, Lehigh valley, 
and John Fahy, District No. 9, Schuyl 
kill valh.v. 
Although no Information 
Was giveu out, it is known that tin 
question of Issuing a call for a joint 
convention was tin* principal matter 
diseussed. 
From information received 
it can be asserted that a convention 
Will be held at Scranton unless some­ 
th in g unforeseen should arise between 
now and tile time of issuing the call. 
Besides taking up the matter of a call 
it is understood that the question of 
representation 
was also considered. 
The three district presidents made re­ 
ports as to tile conditions as they now 
exist in the respective districts. 
President Mitchell, after tile confer­ 
ence, gave intimation that he would 
ha ve something to say today in regard 
to the convention. If the date has been 
fixed only Mr. Mitchell and his col 
leagues know It. 
Of course the prin 
cipal matter to come before the miners 
will be the acceptance or rejection 
of the IO per cent net increase offered 
by most of tile operators. 
President 
Mitchell said that not one official of 
the United Mine Workers will take a 
hand in any action 
the convention 
might take, as the men must them­ 
selves settle everything that comes be­ 
fore them. 
How long the convention 
will be iii session depends ilium tin 
amount of business that may Lu* pre 
seated. The belief is general that tile 
miners will accept the increase. Most 
of the mine owners who have granted 
tile wage concession do not specify in 
their notices how long the advance 
shall remain In force, and it is not un­ 
likely that an attempt will he made 
by the miners iii convention to open 
negotiations with tis* operators looking 
toward nu understanding iii the mat 
ter. 
President Mitchell and other la 
bor leaders are strong advocates of 
an annual wage scale arrangement, 
similar to that in force in the bituuii 
nous coal district. 
The operators in 
these regions meet their employes each 
year and fix tin* wage scale. 
If this 
proposition and that relating to the 
abolition of 
the sliding 
scale are 
brought before the convention and ne­ 
gotiations with tin* mine owners are 
opened, it might considerably delay the 
settlement of the strike.

standing with the American author! 
ties which has secured his release 
and consequently he has lost some of 
his popularity, although he is still the 
leader of the dormant revolutionary 
element.

PLEASANT PRISONS. 


THE SPECIAL ONES IN THE ENGLISH 


PARLIAMENT.

Few persons arc aw ire that Eng­ 
land's parliament has its own special 
prisons within its own precincts which 
are intended particularly for its own 
members and persons who violate its 
own dignity, rules and customs. 
Of 
course these prisons seldom arc used 
now, but they have been In the past, 
and not so very long ago, and may bo 
again. 
The house of commons lins 
one set and the house of lords another. 
The commons prison is a little way 
up in the Clock Tower. 
Here are two 
sets of prisons, intended only for the 
accommodation of one prisoner each, 
one set beiug a little higher up in the 
tower than the other. 
Each set con­ 
sists of a sitting room and MTO bed­ 
rooms, the former being a nit**, com 
fortable room 
about three by 
five 
yards, with a neat carpet and chairs 
good enough for anybody. 
The extra 
bedroom is not intended for the pris­ 
oner or for any friends w hom lie might 
desire to put up for tile night, but Is 
the sleeping apartment of the official 
who looks after him during his incar­ 
ceration. 
This man is usually the su­ 
pervisor of badge messengers, aud. lie 
sides looking after ids man, be is also 
his servant for tile time being, and 
waits upon him just like any other. 
He never need worry himself much 
upon the question of the possibilities of 
the prisoner’s escape, for the sergeant 
at-arms is responsible, aud inasmuch 
as the only way of getting to aud from 
the prison is by way of this sergeant’s 
house and through it, the risk of such 
a thing ever happening is practically 
prohibitive. 
While he is there the prisoner really 
has a good time. 
No restrictions as to 
hours are placed upon him, and lie may 
rouse himself from his slumbers Just 
when he feels most inclined aud return 
to them in the same w’ay. 
Practically 
the only thing he cannot do is to walk 
about outside Just as he pleases, but he 
is permitted to take an hour aud a 
half’s exercise each morning and an 
hour iu the afternoon on tile terrace 
of the house, aud the terrace, broad 
aud long and with its splendid outlook 
upou the river, is by uo means a bad 
place to take exercise. 
If he were left 
entirely unguarded, the prisoner might 
dive into the river and swim away, or, 
what would be simpler, hail a passing 
boat. 
So, just for precaution’s sake, a 
couple 
of 
officers 
accompany 
him 
while he takes these breaths of fresh 
air. 
He goes on Sunday to the church Iu 
Vincent square, aud on these occasions 
also he has a couple of Innocent looking 
attendants. 
Moreover, there Is no question of so 
many ounces of bread and meat, but lf 
he has the money to pay for It he may 
feed himself upon the choicest viands 
that tile most cultured palate could 
suggest. The house of commons has a 
first class restaurant, where the hungry 
M. P. may dine as well as he could any 
w here in London. Each day the dishes 
which the kitchen bas prepared are 
indicated on a menu which is brought 
up to the prisoner, and he ticks off any 
thing for which he feels a fancy, and 
It is brought to him. 
The only draw 
back from his point of view is that the 
bill is presented to him Just as it would 
be anywhere else, and in the event of 
his refusing to pay up he would eventu 
ally be served with a court summons. 
Among the occupants of the Clock 
Tower have beeu the late Charles 
Bradlaugh. who found himself con 
signed thither on account of a little 
difference with Mr. Speaker on the 
subject 
of the 
parliamentary 
oath 
When Northampton returned Mr. Brad- 
laugh to parliament, he was not allow 
ed to take tile oath nor the substituted 
process known as affirmation. 
Mr. 
Bradlaugh. however, secured a New* 
Testament and took a self administer­ 
ed oath, after which be proceeded to 
the next step of signing the roll. 
He 
refused to withdraw when the speaker 
requested him to do so, and conse­ 
quently 
tile 
sergeant-at artus 
took 
charge of him. and to the Clock Tower 
prison he weut. 
When the erection of the Towel 
bridge was being considered, a state­ 
ment was made that the Tower bridge 
bill committee w'rs subject to bribery 
and corruption- a serious charge. Tm o 
men responsible for it were pronounced 
to have committed a breach of Pi ivi 


lege, for the house is very sensitive 
upon such matters, aud the speaker is­ 
sued a summons for their appearance. 
One of them. Mr. Ward, gave himself 
up without delay, and he got seven 
days in the (’lock Tower prison. 
The 
other offender, after a little delay, WM 
captured and was for a brief period 
housed at Newgate. 
The first M 
P. Imprisoned In the 
present house of commons* was W 
Smith O’Brien. 
One day in 1846 he 
committed contempt of the house by 
declining to sit upon a certain commit 
tee. Consequently he was sent to pris 
on during the few weeks that the com 
mittee deliberated. 
This time, how 
ever. he was uot sent to the Clock 
Tower prisou, which w*as not finished, 
but did his durauce In the cellar of the 
house.
